bondage of sin, toilworn in the service 
of Satan. One of the sweetest promises 
of Scripture is, “Come unto mie, all ye 
that labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest” (Matt. 11: 28). 

Rest is the first result of salvation, and 
one of the most delightful experiences 
that can come to the redeemed and re- 
joicing soul. But there is the rest which 
God gives and the rest which God en- 
joys. It is the latter of which we read 
in Isaiah 66:1, “Where is the place of 
my rest?” 

The word itself must be understood: in 
a slightly different sense when applied 
to God from the way it is used of man. 
When we speak of resting, we think of 
weariness and exhaustion. God knows 
nothing of this. “The Creator of the ends 
of the earth fainteth not, neither is 
weary” (Isa. 40:28). 

When we speak of God resting, we 
mean that he is situated in some environ- 
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ment where there is nothing antagonistic 
to him. That is where there is no sin, 
passion, rebellion, or disobedience to 
grieve him. 

The ideal resting place for the Al- 
mighty is in the human heart. God 
dwells in eternity, and also in a humble 
and. contrite heart (Isa. 57:15). 

Dwelling implies resting. One may 
travel through many countries and visit 
many beautiful places with great pleas- 
ure and profit, but one rests at home. 

By virtue of his omnipresence, God is 
in every place, but his companionable 
presence can be enjoyed only where 
there is no sin. 

Peter says that “the Spirit of glory 
and of God resteth upon you” (1 Pet. 
4:14). It is in the Church that God 
rests. It is in those hearts that have 
been washed by his Son’s precious blood, 
and cleansed and filled by his Spirit, 
that he finds for himself a home. 

One’s first duty as a Christian is to 
see that God is at rest in him. We ac- 


cept the divine presence by an act of. 


faith... We believe that God dwells in 
our hearts because he says that he does 
if we accept his Son. In proportion as 
we believe, we shall recognize his pres- 
ence and govern ourselves accordingly. 

Qur highest and most unselfish ambi- 
tion will be, not that we may be happy 
and restful in him — although that fol- 
lows as an inevitable consequence of the 
divine indwelling — but that he may be 
restful in us. 

When some highly honored and dearly 
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loved friend comes to pay us a visit; 
how anxious we are to make things 
pleasant for him! We take unusual 
pains to give him whatever pleases his 
taste. : 

The Spirit of God is our divine Guest, 
more easily grieved than any earthly 
friend. We should see that no sharp 
and prickly thorn pierces the bosom of 
the Holy Dove. 

God cannot rest where there is any- 
thing contrary to his will or dissimilar 
to his nature. It is more important that 
he rest than that we rest. Indeed, we 
cannot rest in him unless he fests‘in us. 

We ought ever to be more concerned 
about his glory than we are about: out 
own happiness or blessing, . although 
these two things are indissolubly united. 

“O where shall rest be found —- : 

Rest for the weary soul? . ~ 
"Twere vain the ocean depths to sound . 
Or pierce to either Pole.” 

This is the wailing cry that struggles 
for utterance in every human heart. Al- 
though Heaven is the place of eternal 
rest promised to the believer, we need 
not wait until we die before we enter 
into rest. 

‘We enter into it here and now when 
God is at rest in our hearts. God is 
the proper resting place of the soul. As 
we take his yoke upon us and learn 
of him, he finds a resting place in us. 
Let us say from the heart: 

“Holy Ghost, I bid Thee welcome. 

Come and be my holy Guest. 

Heavenly Dove, within my bosom 

Make Thy home and build Thy nest.” 
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Telling the Christmas 
Story Correctly 


‘ Pamiliarity with the Christmas story 
as given in the Gospels tends to make 
people-——even Christian people — care- 
less in. their telling of the wonderful 
story, especially in some of its important 
details. Attention is called to this in an 
interesting letter from a mature Sunday 
school worker who, with her husband, 
has been for many years in Tue Sunbay 
ScnHoo. Trwes Family and a personal 
friend .of its officers, Mrs. Frank Hamil- 
ton of, Ventnor, N. J. She writes: 


For so long a time poets and artists have 
pictured the Christmas story incorrectly 
that even Sunday schcol teachers and 
pastors have been misled in presenting 
the familiar story. Note some of the 
errors. 


Tt was the wise men, not the shepherds, 
who saw the star (Matt. 2:1-12); the shep- 
herds saw, the angels, one of whom “came 
upon them” (Luke 2:9}. It is not said 
that the angels in praising God sang, but 
that they said, “Glory to God in the high- 


est, and on earth peace, good will toward 


men" (Luke 2:13, 14). 








The shepherds and wise men were not 
with the Christ child at the same time or 
place.. Doubtless several. weeks intervened 
before the visit of the wise men, includ- 
ing the circumcision (Luke 2:21), and the 

’ presentation in ‘the temple at» Jerusalem 
(Luke 2:22-39). 

The wise men. “saw” the ek. (Matt. 2: 
2), which was their sign that the King 
was born: they did not need the star to 
guide them on the regularly treveled road 
leading to Jerusalem; but when they left 
that city they saw again the star (Matt. 
2:9), which “went before them, till it 
came and stood over where the young 
child was” (2:9).. ‘Then we! *ead that, 
“when they were come inte. the house,” 
not to the manger, “they saw the young 
child with Mary his mother.” Evidently 
after the crowd in Bethlehem had gone 
home, Joseph was able to procure for his 
little family a house instead of the stable. 


It is of beautiful significance that both 
to lowly, simple-minded men and to'‘men 
of high intellectual standing and wis- 
dom was given the unique ard i ite 
privilege of a special intraduction, as 
it were, to the Son of God when he 
condescended to become mah in his 
Bethlehem birth as .a babe. - Shepherds 
and wise-men from the East alike were 
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led of God to the Christ in the beginning 
of his earthly incarnation; the first group 
upon’ the very night of his birth, the 
second group soon afterward. One is 
reminded of Paul’s inspired word that 
“not many wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble, are 
ealled: but God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world ... the weak things 

. . that no flesh should glory in his 
presence” (1 Cor. 1:26-29). But it has 
often been noted that Paul did. not say 
“not any wise men,” but “not many wise 
men.” The wisé who aré willing to core 
as little children to Christ are .welcome 
indeed, even as little children them- 
selves and all of childlike spirit. “For 
of such is the kingdom of heaven.” 


Ils Not jesus King?

The clipping sent with the letter, from 

a lesson article for young people and

Jesus is not the King. God is the King. 
That Jesus is the King is an error that 
comes inevitably from the Trinitarian defi- 
nition: of God: - If Jesus is-God, men rea- 
son, then he is King. Whatever gains 
were made by the’ doctrine of the Trin- 
ity, there is a distinct loss both theolog- 
ically and. historically when this loose- 
ness is allowed. 


These strange statements are in denial 
and rejection of the Word of God. It 
is a tragic fact that a good many lesson 
helps published today, from both denom- 
inational and. interdenominational pub- 
lishers, are thus characterized by the 

so-called Modernism which is only an- 
other name for unbelief. The prevalence 
of such false teachings shows how care- 
ful pastors and superintendents should 
be in watchful scrutiny of the lesson 
helps used in their Sunday schools. 

Is not Jesus of Nazareth, the Son of 
God and Son of man, King? He himself 
plainly said that he was..

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Finding Christmas in the Old Testament 


Tracing the high points of prophecy from Genesis to Micah — 











T WAS the day I went home to invite 
the folks to come to our house for 
Christmas that I found Father sitting 

in his favorite armchair reading the 
Bible. 

“Preparing for your classes?” I asked 
by way of greeting, for Father has been 
teaching the Bible in a Christian college 
for the past thirty years. 

*“No,”—he looked up smiling — “just 

getting into the Christmas spirit.” 

“By reading the Old Testament?” I 

asked, for looking over his shoulder I 
was surprised to see that he had his 


‘ Bible open at the Book of Genesis. 


“I always prepare for Christmas by 


-reading the Christmas promises ll 
_ through the Old Testament,” he said, 


as I drew up the round green hassock 
beside his chair. “For the Old Testa- 
ment is full of Christmas prophecies 


‘ which clearly foretold the coming of 


the Messiah; clear, definite. prophecies 
which left no doubt whatsoever as to 


“his identity. And one of the first of 


these prophecies is to be found way 
back in this Book of Genesis, the twelfth 
chapter, the third verse.” He read: 

“And in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed.” 


All Nations te Be Blessed 


“This is a part of the covenant prom- 
ise which God made with Abraham,” 
he continued, “and in it is included the 


-prophecy that from Abraham’s seed, 


namely the Hebrew race, the Messiah 
should come. It is the first definite men- 
tion in the Bible as to the race from 
which the Christ should come. 


“But in order that the people might 


the more easily recognize this Messiah 
when he should come,” Father said, “we 
find another still clearer Christmas 
prophecy in Genesis 49:10, which de- 
elares, ‘The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah ... until Shiloh come.’ 

“The word Shiloh here means the 
Christ, so that he was to ‘be not only 
from the Hebrew race, but from the 
tribe of Judah. And so the prophecy 
has been narrowed down here, you see, 
for there were twelve tribes comprising 
the Hebrew race, but it was from the 
one tribe of Judah that the Messiah was 
to come. 

“Then, going on into the Book of 


‘Numbers, I find these interesting words 


of the prophet Balaam in the twenty- 
fourth chapter, the seventeenth verse, 
‘There shall come a Star out of Jacob, 
and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel.’ 
“Now this Balaam who predicted the 


appearance cf the Star was a prophet 


* 


“Enfolded in the Old, unfolded in 
. the New,” wrote Martin Luther. 
“The Old Testament—the night 
with its twinkling stars of prophecy; 
the New Testament, the dawn. Night 
and dawn, one full day,” wrote 
Adolph Saphir. These two aphor- 
isms, quoted by John Weaver Wed- 
dell in.“Your Study Bible,” speak of 
the wonderful unity of the sixty-six 
books of the Bible. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is the center of the whole 
Book, and as we approach the 
Christmas season, it is ‘well to recall 
Old Testament prophecies pointing 
forward to the Messiah, as well as 
the Gospel records of his birth as 
Man,

of the East country, the country from 
which the Wise Men came hundreds of 
years later.” 

“But how did those Wise Men know 
that this star which appeared at Christ’s 
birth was the star that Balaam proph- 
esied?” I interrupted. . 

“Well, I’m coming to that,” #ather said, 
closing his Bible for the moment, “for 
here is where I believe the prophet | 
Daniel comes into the Christmas story. ‘ 
You know in history Daniel stands about 
midway between the prophet Balaam of 
the East country and the birth of Christ. 
And having been a captive in the court 
of King Nebuchadnezzar during the 
Babylonian captivity, he natureily must 
have associated with those magicians and 
astrologers and astronomers of that East 
country. Now Daniel was a prophet,. too, 
and in his book, Daniel 9:24, he clearly 
prophesies the time of the coming of the 
Messiah as after a pericd of ‘seventy 
weeks,’ which of course was a cryptic 
term. 


Prophecies That Guided the Wise Men 


“But those Wise Men, hundreds of 
years later, still had the records of 
Balaam’s Star of Jeccb and Daniel’s 
seventy weeks, and so when the star 
does rise out of the East, they know it 
is the Star of Jacob and are ready to 
leave on their pilgrimage to Bethle- 
hem!” : 

I was entranced! For to me the Book 
of Daniel had always meant the story ‘ 
of Daniel in the lion’s den. - I could still

see that picture in the Bible story book 
I had received one Christmas, the pic- 
ture of Daniel praying safely in the 
midst of a lot of hungry looking lions. 
And now to place him among the Christ- 
mas prophets was a really wonderful ex- 
perience for me! 

“But going on,” Father said, “in. Deu- 
teronomy 18:15 we find Moses uttering 
a Messianic prophecy: 

“*The Lord thy God will raise up unto 
thee a Prophet from the midst of thee, 
of thy brethren, like unto me; unto him 
ye shall hearken.’ 

“So that the nature of the Messiah is 
still further revealed here in that he 
was to be a great prophet like Moses. 

“But one of the most striking of the 
Christmas prophecies is found in Isaiah 
7:14, where we .read: 

“Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.’ ” 

And indeed, these words were so star- 
tling I reached for Father’s Bible to read 
them over again for myself... There it 
was, the whole Christmas story way back 
there in the Old Testament book of 
Isaiah ! 

Isaiah’s Five-Pointed Star 


“But perhaps to most people, the best 
known and most familiar Christmas 
prophecy in the Old Testament is the one 
found in Isaiah 9:6 and 7.” Father be- 
gan reading: . 

“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting Father, 
The Prince of Peace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there shall 
be no end.” 


“That is the Old Testament Christmas. 


prophecy I know best,” I agreed: And I 
couldn’t help thinking of the many 
Christmas cantatas we used to sing at 
church based upon those Messianic 
words of Isaiah. There were no trained 
voices in that choir, to be sure, only a 
volunteer choir. But somehow by the 
time we came to those words, ‘Wonder- 
ful! Counsellor! Everlasting Father! 
Prince of Peace!’ the quality of the 
singing was completely forgotten in the 
Christmas spirit which filled that small, 
gray, frame church.

delight by thousands. Cars speed, pedes- 
trians hurry. Théy go toward the west, 
where gay colored: lights shine in ‘the 
form of a towering tree. They gather 
around a fifty-year old, fifty-foot cypress 
tree that Clarence F. Pratt has lighted 
on his property: in Sutro. Forest near 
Golden: Gate Park. 


A little sick lad: eagerly watches from 


his bed each holiday night for the shin- 
ing beauty of the first outdoor Chrigt- 
mas tree: His parents express their 
gratitude to Mr.: Pratt for the joy he 
has given their child. And in his heart 
is born the idea. of The Outdoor Christ- 
mas Tree Association with its slogan, 
“Light the Living’ Christmas Tree.” “He 
organized the association the following 
year. Civic groups, foresters, and other 
individuals gave. enthusiastic support to 
the plan. : 

In 1928 Fred Woodbury lighted his 
avenue of deodars in Altadena, Calif., 
and opened it to the public. One hun- 
dred thousand automobiles drove undér 
its shining star, and on for a mile be-

‘door Christmas tree contest in 1930. The

The appalling aspirations expressed in Mussolini's Fascist creed 


‘I Believe in the Resurrection of the Empire” 
By Louis S. Bauman, D.D. 
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OURTEEN years ago last month — 

in November, 1925,— Benito Musso- 

lini stood before the Italian Par- 
liament, and thundered: “I affirm that 
in. Fascism .there are. principles of’ life 
and universal character which cannot be 
stopped. . . . This principle is not con- 
fined to Italy, but exists for all other 
countries. . . . I will not menace any 
eountry, but.in.my capacity as chief 
ofthis government I warn the entire 
world. You know me as a man who 
does not speak, but acts!” 

Again an:English magazine (the Dawn, 
Mar. 15, 1934) quotes him as having said 
in‘ those early days of his imperial rule: 
“I give to the Italian nation:a hard but 
magnificent task, that of obtaining pri- 
macy on earth and in the skies. This 
primacy must be both in material things 
and in the spirit . . . the Fascistisation 
of the universe!” “Powerful as in the 
days of the first Empire of Augustus, 
Rome must again become the wonder of 


‘the whole worl 


Are Mussolini’s Boasts Vain? 

A lot of people laughed, called his 
words “the braggadocio of a megalo- 
maniac,” “a tempest within a disordered 
brainpan,” etc., and declared he was en- 
titled to a chromo for being the world’s 
foremost big-mouthed egoist. However, 
in those days there were others who 
were searching the Scriptures that they 
might know whereunto this thing might 
eome. We were not quite ready to dis- 
miss this strange son of a blacksmith and 
a witch with a wave of the hand. Mad- 
man he might be; yet history is replete 
with evidence that a madman may be 
a very dangerous person, especially when 
in possession of implements of power. 

- Yes, we were interested because this 
new Cesar suddenly arose on the banks 
of the Tiber. We were interested be- 
cause we heard him say: “What takes 
place, takes place by my precise and 
direct will, and according to my exact 
orders. I woo nobody. I reject nobody. 
But I trust above all in my own 
strength,” (the Times, London, Feb. 20, 
1923). We recalled that Daniel spoke 
of a king who should some day “exalt 
himself” and “do according to his will” 
(Dan. 11:36). 

We were interested because we heard 
him say: .“A good Fascist cares nothing 
about elections and parliaments” (Fel- 
lowship Forum, Mar. 13, 1926). “A Fas- 
.cist soldier has a moral law entirely unto 
himself. The common moral law, as- 
sociated with the family, with political 
affairs and social relations, primitive as 


A. magician depends on-his. ability 
to divert attention. as well as on his 
sleight of hand. While the eyes of 
his: audience are fixed:.on something 
of lesser importance,-he;:is making 
his most ‘significant, motions. With 
the world as his theater, Mussolini 
is evidently playing the role of a 
master-magician and has turned the 
thoughts of his vast audience 
toward Hitler, who was deceived 
into supposing that he was a favored 
accomplice. If Times readers are in 
doubt as to who is the master-mind 
today, perhaps they. had better with- 
hold judgment until they have read 
this second article in Dr. Bauman’s 
series, “Light .from Bible Prophecy 
on the European War and Its Re- 
sults.”

it is, is of no value to a Fascist soldier” 
(“Life of Mussolini”). We remembered 
that Paul warned that the last Gentile 
ruler of the earth is to be that utterly 
“lawless one” (2 Thess. 2:8, R. V.). 
We were interested when on May 26, 
1927, his words were flashed around the 
world: “Violence is not immoral. ... 
What constitutes the State? The police. 
All your codes, all your doctrines, all 
your ordinances are as naught if at a 
given moment the police by sheer physi- 
cal force does not make felt the inescap- 
able weight of the law. ... Order comes 
before culture; the policeman is more 








important than the professor. . . . Every 
young man, as he grows up, gets two 
things from me: an appointment in the 
ranks of the black-shirts, and. what is 
infinitely more important, a first-class 
gun with plenty of cartridges. . ... We 
are ready now with an army of five mil- 
lion men”! ‘We were reminded that, 
when. the king who “shall do according 
to his will” shall come, the only God 
he will honor will be “the God of forces” 
(Dan. 11:38). 

We were interested inasmuch as’ we 
heard him say: “My ambition is a sin- 
gle one. . . . Nor would it matter if*I 
lost my life, and I should not considér 
it a greater sacrifice than is due. My 
ambition is this—to make the Italian 
people strong, prosperous, great, and 
free. .. . Rome fell and rose again. . . : 
Beyond the Adriatic there is the Medi- 
terranean and other seas which can in- 
terest us. .. . The Roman Empire is ‘a 
creation of the spirit, and it was the 
spirit which first inspired the Roman 
légions to fight. .. . May God help me 
to carry my arduous task to a victorious 
end” (Literary Digest, Apr. 23, 1927). 


The Amazing Fascist Creed 


And our interest increased tremen- 
dously when we read the closing para- 
graphs of his Fascist creed, which creed 
‘was to be committed to memory by 
every boy and girl in Italy: 


“I believe in the genius of Mussolini; 

“In our Holy Father Fascism and in 
the communion of martyrs; 

“In the conversion of the Italians; 
and 

“IN THE RESURRECTION OF THE 
EMPIRE.” 


We recalled that the ten-horned 
“beast” should be one who, king and 
kingdom, was to be “smitten unto death,” 
but whose “death-stroke” was to be 
“healed” (Rev. 13:3, R. V.). : 

We were interested when in one of 
his famous speeches (May 26, 1927) this 
modern Roman Dictator declared: 
“There was but one party [in Italy] 
which had lingered outside the camp 
of Fascism. That was the Catholic 
party. It has now joined the ranks of 
Fascism and is collaborating with Fas- 
cism and its principles all along the 
line.” And shortly thereafter Cardinal 
Vanutelli, speaking from Rome to the 
world, said: 
chosen by God to direct Italy to her 
glorious goal.” We were forcefully re- 
minded of the fact that the Seer of 
Patmos beheld the “beast” striding forth 


“Mussolini is the man 
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at the time of the end, with a “harlot” 
— ecclesiastical Rome — astride, “collab- 
crating with Fascism” (Rev. 17)! Yes, 
this Roman “beast” was interesting! 

Weighing this man’s position and 
power, and his words and deeds, we 
agreed with D, M. Panton when he wrote 
in the Dawn (Dee., 1925): “Mussolini 
is either a remarkable understudy of 
the Seventh Emperor yet to come, or he 
ig the man; and while probability points 
to. his being an understudy, the fact 
thrills us to the soul that. we cannot 
exclude the possibility of his. being no 
less a person than the Seventh Emperor” 
—that is, the Antichrist himself! We 
want to be understood. No man on this 
side of the translation of the saints (rap- 
ture of the church) will be able to point 
with any degree of certainty to any man 
and say,,“There goes the Antichrist,” 
simply because the Antichrist will not 
have his revelation until “that which 
restraineth [the saints] . . . be taken 
out of the way” (2 Thess. 2:6-8, R. V.). 
But.in a day when all signs are point- 
ing to the imminent return of our Lord, 
and when all Europe seems bent on set- 
ting the stage for the reign of “the beast,” 
we believe we are speaking within 
bounds when we say that Benito Mus- 
solini is interesting; and, to say the least, 
is an ominous portent. 

The Roman Empire, as we have writ- 
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ten. before, must. be resurrected from. its. 
sleep of the centuries. So said Daniel. 


$So said John. So says Mussolini. And, 


what do we* behold? 

Only a few months ago the Roman 
Dictator, having conquered Ethiopia 
against the protest..of .practically . all 
the nations of the earth, annexed it 
to. his..dominions.. It could not -have 
been otherwise. God’s Word stands: 
“and the Ethiopians shall be.at his 
steps” (Dan. 11:43). He then officially 
announced that Italy is no longer merely 


a “nation,” but is in fact an “Empiré.” 


Thus the “Reman Empire” is on the 
map—-an actuality once again. True, 
it is not yet, in glory and: power, all 
that it was in the- days of Augustus 
Ceesar. Exactly that is not.to. be. The 
Roman Empire in its final form is to 
be a federate kingdom — ten nations that 
must become as one, — “ten toes” — “ten 
horns”—ten states out of the old Ro- 
man Empire, and within. the new Roman 
Empire,—a United States of-The Medi- 
terranean. And this is the thing that 
seems to be shaping itself before our 
very eyes. Even the unregenerate 
world is becoming conscious of it. Last 
April, the Kansas City Star ‘said edito- 
rially: 

Benito Mussolini is reported to be basing 


his historic claim to dominidn over Albania 
on the fact that this territory formed part 
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of the Roman Empire some 2,000 years .ago. 
That is an interesting doctrine. The Roman 
Empire at one time or another included the 
whole Balkan peninsula, modern Turkey, 
Syria, Palestine; Egypt, and most of North 
Africa, Spain, France, England, Switzer- 
land, and Southern Germany. If the in- 
vasion of Albania means that the Duce has 
decided to reassert the ancient rights of 
Rome, it looks as if he had his work cut 
out for him. 


Now, out of the territory that “formed 
the Roman Empire 2,000 years ago” are 
to come the “ten kings” that are to 
“have one mind, and . .. give their 
power and strength unto the beast” 
(Rev. 17:13). These are the “ten kings” 
that “shall make war with the Lamb” 
when “the Lord shall go forth, and fight 
against those nations,” when “his feet 
shall stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives, . . . and the Lord shall be 
king over all the earth” (Zech. 14:3, 4, 
9; compare Rev. 17:14; 19:11-21). 

It is of interest to note how near to 
that exact number — ten — are the kings 
that are even now reigning within the 
confines of the old Roman Empire. The 
boundaries are fairly well determined 
by the historian. If it shoul@ appear 
that there are now two or three more 
than ten, let it be remembered that the 
federation is not necessarily to come: to 
its exact predicted number’ until shortly 
before Armageddon shall be fought. And, 
in these days, kingdoms can disappear 
overnight. Albania, Austria, -Czecho- 
slovakia, and Poland furnish the evi- 
dence. When the hour strikes, there 
will be ten. 

If Adolf Hitler had consulted the 
words of the living God instead of the 
stars of his pagan deities, he would have 
known that no alliance that Germany 
could make with. the Roman Empire 
would stand. And he would not now, in 
the hour of his great need, be practically 
deserted by his Muscovitic ally. Ger- 
many was never.a part of the Roman 
Empire. Therefore the “Rome-Berlin 
Axis” was foredoomed; and, believe it 
or not, a “Rome-Paris-London Axis” will 
be more to the point. France and Eng- 
land were once a part of the Empire. 

If fifteen years ago we were inter- 
ested in Mussolini and his dream of a 
resurrected Empire, may we not be for- 
given when we see him seemingly on 
the very verge of the realization of-the 
dream? The master-mind of Europe to- 
day is not in Berlin. Neither is he in 
Moscow, nor Paris, nor London. The 
master-mind of Europe is in Rome. It 
was not Rome that floundered at Munich. 
It was not Rome that invited a huge 
grizzly to park on the back doorstep. 
It is not Rome that is divorcing the 
good will of the world by pouncing upon 
small defenseless nations and gulping 
them down into her maw. Rome is too 
astute for all that. All this talk of the 

Dictator fading out of the lime- 
t, giving place to the Teuton and the 
Muscovite — this talk of Mussolini trail-

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

N THE seven parables of this thir- 

teenth chapter of Matthew we have a 

picture of Christendom from its earli- 
est days until the end of the age. They 
are-here designated “mysteries of the 
kingdom of heaven.” By this is meant 
not Heaven itself, nor yet the Kingdom 
of Christ to be established over all the 
earth when our Lord returns, but the 
Kingdom in mystery form while the 
King himself is in Heaven and the prin- 
ciples of his Kingdom are being pro- 
mulgated throughout the world. We 
also see opposing principles, the teach- 
ing of error which Satan, the enemy of 
God and man, seeks to instill into the 
minds of professed believers. 

The parable of the sower shows us 
how the Kingdom in mystery is spread 
through the world. That of the wheat 
and tares gives us the two. opposing 
systems, their origin and development. 
The parable of the mustard seed shows 
the outward form the Kingdom would 
take, with all kinds of evil and unholy 
things sheltering in it. That of the 
leaven shows the hidden and insidious 
spreading of evil in doctrine and in prac- 
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tice throughout the sphere of the King- 
dom. Notice these four were spoken 
openly by: the Lord. The last three 
were given to the disciples only. Of 
these the. parable of ‘the treasure hid 
in the field has to do with Israel, the 
earthly people. The pear! of great price 
is the Church for which -the heavenly. 
merchantman paid so great a price. The 
drag-net sets: forth the last great call 
and the mixed.condition at the time of 
the end, immediately preceding the re- 
turn of the Lord. - 


The Historical Setting 

This chapter is immediately linked 
with the preceding*one. It was on “the 
same day” that the.mother and brethren 
of Jesus sought to speak with him that 
he related these parables down by the 
seashore and in a howse,-probably in 
Capernaum.

Pearls.—The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a merchantman, seeking goodly 
pearls (v. 45). When I go into the five- 
and-ten-cent stores (I collect art out of 
the 5 and 10’s) as I frequently do for 
Rock Run birthdays of my youngsters, 
I always find the counters where they 
have the “gems” crowded with women. 
They are buying the lovely “jewels,” 
mostly pearls. 

I have recently acquired some “won- 
derful” medallion lockets. The heads 
in relief are surrounded with some 36 
small pearls. The lockets are made of 
“gold” and suspended by a “gold” chain. 
They stay “gold” forever. I have a bot- 
tle of transparent nail polish with which 
I put a film on the “gold”! But while 
they are all right for looks these 25- 
cent pearls are not “goodly pearls.” They 
are made from fish scales that have been 
ground and powdered. 

I have had for many years a scarf 
pin that was given me. It is a beauti- 
ful real pearl, but it is not a “goodly 
pearl.” It is flat on one side. That is 
why it was made into a stickpin for a 
necktie for a mere man instead of being 
honored by a place in a valuable neck- 
lace to grace the person of some fair 
lady. 

There is something very beautiful and 
attractive about a pearl. That is why 
the girls like to wear them—and why 
God uses them as gates for the New 
Jerusalem (Rev. 21:21). 

When I visit New York City one of 
the ways of enjoying myself is to’ drop 
into Tiffany’s and go to the gem cases, 
and with nose Close to the glass drink 
in the beauty of the pearls and gems. 
. The pearls shown there are “goodly 

pearls,” and with a price tag on them 
just as “goodly”! I always think of what 
old Diogenes said when some one was 
showing him through a “fair” where 
such things were displayed. “I thank the 
gods there are so many things in the 
world for which Diogenes has no use !” 

Now Jesus is telling us the Kingdom 
of Heaven (as represented by Him), is 
a great pearl dealer who having located 
a specially fine gem empties the life in 
himself to possess it. The “pearl” be- 
ing the Church. Heaven’s gates are the 
“pearls” by which you enter! 

This is the spirit of the true collector 
which makes him the great merchant.

up and choked them; but the seeds that — 


fell upon good ground came up with a 
splendid harvest. 

Let us deal here only with the second 
and third seedplots, as described in the 
parable, for I think these need our at- 
tention perhaps more than the others. 
In going around this wonderful country. 
of ours I meet with a great many young 
Christians.- I am impressed by their ear- 
nestness and enthusiasm, especially those 
who. have more or less recently caught 
a vision of the wonder, the power, and 
the joy of the Christian life. They go 
together in bands.. They sing choruses 
with evident great enjoyment. They 
flock to the “Y. P.” services of their 
church, and they have a grand time 
at their Y. P. socials which are held 
periodically. It is very fine. -These 
young people are showing to themselves 
and to the world at large that there is 
just as much pep and fun and interest 
in a Christian youth program as may 
be in any purely worldly or secular 
program, They are demonstrating the 
fact that a boy or girl of today does not 
have to indulge in the questionable or 
outright sinful practices of a worldly 
program in order to have a royal good 
time. - Also they are proving that the 
Christian’s good time has. all the spice, 
the romance, the thrill of real life and 
real adventure —and no headache “the 
morning after.” 

And yet, fellows, it is possible that a 
young Christian might find himself in 
one or both of seedplots No. 2 and No. 3. 
No. 2 seedplot had no depth. of earth. 
“The same is he that heareth the word, 


and anon with joy receiveth it; yet hath . 


he not root in himself, but dureth for 
a while: for when tribulation or per- 
secution ariseth because of the word, by 
and by he is offended.” 
sensations of joy and. enthusiasm and 
pep are not sufficient to insure against 
crop failure here. There is something 
else necessary. Also No. 3 seedplot: is 
‘he also that received seed [the word] 
among the thorns; ... and the care of 
this world, and the deceitfulness. of 
riches, choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful.” Crop failure here. 

There is one sure safeguard against 
both these crop failures. Let me suggest 
it briefiy: daily earnest study of. the 
Word of God and daily. prayer. That 
is what deepens the soil and fertilizes it. 
That is what will keep you steady and 
steadfast when the’ inevitable testings 
come. Be true to the Word and faith- 
ful in prayer. Let no day pass without 
getting somewhere by yourself—and 
whether you feel like it or not — pick up 
your Bible, open it, and let yourself 
fall under the irresistible influence of 
the Word, as the Holy Spirit will, ac- 
cording to his promise, instruct you and 
inspire you with an ever renewing sense 
of the power of Jesus Christ in your 
life. Then you will not be dependent 
upon the crowd, but you will “have root 
in yourself” that will enable you to grow 
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day by day and:yield unto your Master 
ah abundant harvest in service and in 
joy. Neither the noonday heat of the 
sun can cut you down, nor will the “care 
of this world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches” choke your zeal.

HE sun itself is never in the shade, 

for where the sun is allowed to shine, 
the shade is destroyed; yet sunlight and 
shadow may exist side by side. 

So it is with the Kingdom of Heaven 
at the present time: Jesus, the Light 
of the World is in our midst; yet wher- 
ever the barriers of sin‘ and rebellion 
hide the Light, there the shadows fall, 
and: grotesque and sinister are the 
shapes. Our glad hope, our release from 
gloom is found by remaining in the 
Light. 

While the Lord was preparing his dis- 
ciples for service, he knew that they 
might be alarmed by the shadows of 
life. With enthusiasm they would start 
out to seek new citizens for Heaven’s 
Kingdom, and unless they were warned 
about dangers and hardships, they might 
lose heart. Every one who would hear 
the Gospel, Jesus explained, would not 


“respond, and Christians would. need to 


carry on in a world of perpetual indif- 
ference and sin. In today’s lesson Christ 
explained ‘some of the Kingdom mys- 
terieés which puzzled people of Palestine, 
and that continue to perplex people to- 
day. (References are all in Matthew 13.) 

1. Who will be saved? (vs. 16, 17, 23, 
43.) 

2. Who will be-lost? (vs. 13-15, 38, 50.) 

3. Why is a mingling of good and bad, 
of saints and sinners, permitted? (vs. 
29, 30.) 

4. How will the evil and good eventu- 
ally be separated? (vs. 41-43, 49, 50.) 

5. What are some warnings to be 
heeded? (vs. 9, 32, 33, 43.) 

6. How is the love of God shown in 
these stories? (vs. 12, 44-46, 52.) 
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In each of the seven “mystery” stories 
of Matthew 18 we find the Lord’s desire 
for you and me (Song of Sol. 7:10). 
Girls, what is your response to him? 

1. The Sower. Modern farmers have 
corh planters, cotton planters, grain 
drills, and implements to deposit seed 
in soil prepared beforehand for good 
growth. Incidentally, some of the seed, 
even under the best conditions, fails to 
grow. In Palestine where Jesus lived, 
farmers broadcast their seed, and it fell 
as explained in the story. How gracious 
it was of the Lord to broadcast every- 
where the message of redemption that 
“whosoever shall call upon the name of 
the Lord shall be saved.” 

God’s Word is a living Word, Christ 
himself. .Notice God’s Word in action 
(Gen. 1:3; John 1:1-4); God’s Word in 
speech (John 1:14; 5:24); God’s Word 
in writing (John 5:39; 46, 47); God’s 
Word in hearts (Psa, 119:11). 

2. Tares among Wheat. Sometimes, as 
we look across the acres we see a weedy 
field. The farmer, of course, does not 
want a crop of weeds; yet he cannot 
afford to gather these weeds for fear 
of damaging the good plants. Soon the 
harvester will roll through the field, 
cutting the crop; separating and casting 
away the waste material, and dropping 
the good seed into:sacks for market. 
Before this new grain is used for plant- 
ing, however, it is put through a re- 
cleaning process to eliminate weeds and 
inferior grain. 

The seed which the. Lord Jesus, 
through the Holy Spirit, plants in hearts 
is always thoroughly elean. Only where 
sin creeps in is the harvest spoiled; but 
always Christ is ready to “reclean” us 
at any time we come to him in faith 
(1 John 1:9). 

3. Mustard. Seed. The Lord Jesus 
planted the seed of the Gospel in the 
hearts of his disciples *(Matt. 16:17, 18); 
the group of believers grew (Acts 2:41, 
47; 4:4; 6:7); corruption crept in (Rev. 
2.and 3); and today individuals, groups, 
and nations are. lodging in the unpruned 
branches of a nominal Christianity. Jet 
us be “rooted and built up in him, and 
stablished in the faith” (Col. 2:7). 

4. Leaven. Leaven causes fermenta- 
tion, and leaven in God’s Word repre- 
sents sin (Matt. 16:6-12). Recall the 
loaves which: remained upon the Table 
of Shewbread for seven days (Lev. 2:11; 
6: 14-17; 24:5-9). These must contain no 
ingredient that would. cause fermenta- 
tion, for it was priestly food. Christ 
himself is the Bread of Life, and from 
him we who are believer-priests receive 
spiritual nourishment (John 6:51). 

5. Hidden Treasure. Sometimes 
wealthy people of the East hid their 
treasures in. the ground for safety, and 
at their death the hiding place would 
be forgotten. When Christ looked into 
human souls, he found treasure there 
which had been forgotten by man (Deut. 
32:18; Psa. 49:7-9; Isa. 13:12). This 
treasure he wanted to possess through- 
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out eternity, and joyously he: gave him- 
self to buy our redemption (Mark 10:45; 
2. Cor. 8:9; Heb. 12:2). 

6. The Pearl. The pearl was considered 
by ancients as one of the most precious 
of gems. How beautiful, then, that the 
Lord should compare believers with a 
pearl of great price. Furthermore, 
pearls are formed through the suffering 
of the oyster. That Christ’s pearl should 
be made perfect through his suffering is 
the most amazing and beautiful fact of 
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history,, past, present, or future (1 Pet. 
1:18, 19; 2:21-24; Rev. 19:7, 8). 

7. The Drag-net. Sume of the disciples 
were fishermen by trade, and . knew 
what it meant-to cast large nets into the 
sea, then later to sit on the shore sort- 
ing good fish from the bad. “Come ye 
after me, and I will.make you to, be- 
come fishers of men,” Christ had said. 
As they would fish for men, both good 
and bad would be among the followers 
(Acts 5:3; 2 John 7-9). Who would do 
the sorting? -No, God was not trusting 
eternal destinies to human judgment, not 
even to the judgment of tie disciples. 
Only appointed “angels. of God” can 
finally separate the saints from sinners 
when God’s harvest time is ready. 

Read verse 52. To our Gcd we are 
treasures (Exod, 19:5). To believers 
the Lord is a Treasure (Matt. 6:21; 1 
Pet. 2:74). May we hot vainly keep our 
good Treasure to ourselves, but share 
him with the rest 4 the world, (Matt, 
12: 35a). 

Christmas is a grand time for sharing 
our Treasure. Let the class plan a 
project that will add to the joy of’ un- 
fortunate ones somewhere. Experience 
the reality of Matthew 1:23. °

Make a paper fishing boat to represent 
the one in the lesson. 











NE day the Lord Jesus went out and 
sat by the seaside. It was the Sea 

of Galilee, a very beautiful place, and 
I think he went out to be alone and 
rest. Some of you have been to the 
beach for your vacation, either on the 
Atlantic or Pacific oceans, or’ the lakes 
or the Gulf of Mexico. You wert for 
a vacation, to rest and enjoy the beach. 
But the crowds followed Jesus, so he 





didn’t get the rect and quiet. Such a 
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crowd gathered, and they crowded him 
so that he went into a little boat that 
was lying by the shore, and pushed out 
a little, and the people crowded up to 
the edge of the water. Jesus used the 
little boat for a pulpit while he talked 
to the people. It may have been Peter’s 
boat. I know Peter would have been 
happy to have Jesus use his boat. We 
would have loaned our boat to Jesus if 
we had been there, wouldn’t we? 

Jesus’ told them ‘seven stories about 
common things that they had seen, and 
taught them lessons from each story. 
We call such stories parables. 

The first one he told was about a man 
who went out to sow seed, and how it 
fell on four kinds of soil, and he said 
that was like the Gospel falling on four 
kinds of ears, and into four kinds of 
hearts. 

The next story was about a man who 
sowed good seed in his field, but while 
he was asleep an enemy came and sowed 
a bad weed all through his grain. The 
servants wanted to try to dig out the 
weeds, but-the master told them they 
would both have to grow together until 
the harvest, and then they would gather 
the weeds. and burn them, and gather 
the grain into the barn. Jesus said the 
good seed was the children of God, and 
the. bad weed the children of the Devil, 
but they all go on living in the world 
until. God separates them, the children 
of God being taken to Heaven, and the 
children of Satan going into the lake of 
fire. 

Then Jesus told them five more stories, 
about a grain of mustard. seed, yeast 
that. a woman. put into, her dough, a 
treasure hid ina ‘field, a. great pearl, 
and a drag-net that gathered every kind 
of fish. : 

He told them whit all these stories 
meant, but I think we'll have our heads 
pretty full if we remember the first 
story, about the four kinds of hearts. 
When the sower sowed his seed, some 
fell on the hard path, and the birds ate 
up. the seed. That is the kind of heart 
that just listens, but is not able to un- 
derstand it, and Satan makes him for- 
get it. 

The next kind of seed fell on stony 
places where there was not much earth, 
and when the sun shone hot on it; it 
was killed because it had no root. Some 
people hear the Word of God, and seem 
to believe it, but when anything goes 
wrong, they. go back on God, and do not 
come to church any more. 

Then some seed fell among thorns, 
and the thorns grew so tali they choked 
out the grain. Some people believe the 
Gospel is true, but they love the world 
so much they have no time for God. 
They would come to church but they 
must go to so many other things, and 
they are so tired on Sunday. 

The last kind of ground. was good 
ground, and the seed grew and had much 
grain on it. I hope that is the kind of 
heart each of us has: one that*receives 
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the Word of God, and believes it, and 
lets it grow in our lives, allowing it to 
change us. 

Stop and think. What kind of heart 
is yours? Is it a wayside heart, a stony- 
ground heart, a thorn-and-thistle heart, 
or a good-ground heart?

on the ocean floor off the coast of New 
England. Far into the night the radio 
brought frequent word of the efforts 
that were being made to rescue the 
trapped men, and for hour¥ radio pro- 
grams were interrupted, and detailed 
-accounts were printed- in the news- 
papers telling of the divers who had 
descended to the stricken vessel, and 
of the progress that was being made in 
attaching the device that eventually 
made the escape of a large number of 
men possible. 

But what a tragedy it all would have 
been had no diver been available or 
no one willing to volunteer for the dan- 
gerous work in the deep and treacher- 
ous waters. All the equipment at the 
disposal of the United States Navy and 
all the good intentions to rescue the 
men would have been of no avail. 

Or, let us suppose that, after the diver 
or divers had been secured, it had been 
discovered that the air line that was to 
supply fresh air to the diver far below 
the surface was missing. The willing- 
ness of the diver would have been of 
no avail. ‘ 

Or, going still further, let us suppose 
that the diver had been secured and 
the air line found to have been in per- 
fect cordition, and then the discovery 
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had been made that there was no pump. 
All the equipment would have been 
valueless, and, no matter how eager, the 
diver could not have descended to ef- 
fect the rescue. 


we 
Our part in the missionary enterprise 
may be compared to that of the diver 
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and the air line and the pump. in an 
undersea rescue. The illustration is 
not a perfect one, but there are many 
points of. similarity. 

Our first responsibility is like that of 
the diver, to “go.” The Lord Jesus’ 
command, “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the. gospel to every crea- 
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ture” (Mark 16:15) is a_universal.com- 
mand. As followers of the Lord Jesus 
we have no right to seek to evade it in 
any way, and we. have. no justification 
for not going, unless our Lord’s com- 
mand has definitely been counter- 
manded by instruction to stay. ‘Those 
in full-time missionary service today 
have no more responsibility t6 be on 
the field than other Christians at home, 
unless God has made it absolutely clear 
that it is his will for such not to go. 
ye 

However, it is obvious on the other 
hand that it is not God’s will for all 
to spend full time ‘service in the mis- 
sionary enterprise. If all the men ‘avail- 
able for the rescue of the trapped. sub- 
marine crew had gone to the bottom in 
divers’ suits nothing would have been 
accomplished. Some one had to provide 
the equipment and some had to stay be- 
hind to operate it, We may compare 
the air line and the equipment to the 


money given to outfit and support those - 


who are able to give their full time 
in spreading the Gospel. When we fail 
to ‘give what God prompts us to- put 
aside for his work, the result is about 
the same as that of the diver below the 
surface but with no air line to supply 
his need of oxygen, or with a hose that 
is pinched so that an insufficient supply 
gets through. God’s Word refninds us 
that we are to give “bountifully” (2 Cor. 
9:6), that we are to give hilariously, or 
joyfully (2 Cor. 9:7), and that we are 


to give in proportion to the means with | 


which God has bléssed us (1 Cor. 16:2). 
Our model in giving is to be God’s “un- 
speakable gift” to us, in the person of 
the Lord Jesus, who though he was rich, 
yet for our sakes became poor, that we 
through his poverty might. be rich. (2 
Cor. 8:9). 
a) 

But even a willingness to go and a 
disposition to give are still not enough. 
The diver below the surface, and coupled 
to the ship above with an air line, would 
still be helpless if it were not for the 
pump and those who man the pump, 
which sends the life-giving air through 
the hose to the diver. We may. compare 
the pump to prayer. Many. missionaries 
will tell us that while gifts for the work 
are véry acceptable,. they desire most 
of all the prayer support of.Christians in 
the homeland. 

In a very real sense, those who carry 
the Gospel to the uttermost parts 
“wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places” (Eph. 6:12). Satan is not 
going to let his territory, whether in this 
land or in foreign lands, be invaded 
without a struggle. Our money can help. 
But only ‘as our prayers release God’s 
miracle working power, will mission- 
aries of the cross be able to do their best 
work for the Master. 

Is it possible that those who have 
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laid their all upon the altar and have 
left friends and loved ones and com- 
forts of home in order to carry the 
Good News to those who have never 
yet heard, must suffocate and gasp for 
breath, as it were, well-nigh overcome 
by spiritual opposition and pressure, all 
because we in the homeland are spiritu- 
ally lazy or sleepy or indifferent? Shall 
we not realize afresh our responsibil- 
ity to go, to give, and pray, and then 
ask the Lord to show us just what he 
would have us do? Let:us ask him’ to 
energize us to do his will, so that the 
Good News may go forth with ever in- 
creasing power in the short time that 
remains before the Lord Jesus comes 
again.

Father, inherit the kingdom prepared on 
you from the foundation of the world. . 
(Matt. 25:31-46). 

When the Lord, after his betrayal by 
Judas Iscariot, was brought by the Jews 
to the Roman governor. Pontius Pilate, 
we read: “Arid Jesus stood before the 
governor: and the governor asked him, 
saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? 
And Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest” 
(Matt. 27:11). The words spoken by the 
Lord, “Thou sayest,” were the expfes- 
sion of that day for, “I am,” or, “It is 
true. ” 

A few days earlier, when Christ had 
entered into Jérusalem in fulfillment of 
the prophecy in Zechariah 9:9, - which 
predicted of Jerusalem, “Behold, thy 
King cométh.unto thee,” we read that

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bors. It did. But the Roman side-steps 
the whole conflict ! Hitler, sensing deser- 
tion on the part of his Roman ally, — de- 
sertion which he knows but will not 
admit, — is driven into the famous “pact” 
with the Russian Bear. 

And now the whole world is aquiver 
as Germany and Russia on the one side, 
and England and France on the other, 
mobilize and march to the death strug- 
gle. And, none knows better than the 
man on the “white horse” in Rome that 
in this struggle the four giants of Eu- 
rope will all be bled white. Meantime 
he keeps his “eight million bayonets” 
bright, and his airplanes poised. He 
knows the hour will come! 

The shadows of the Russian Bear and 
the German Black Eagle fall athwart 
the Balkans and Turkey. They are jit- 
tery; and not without reason. The mas- 
ter-mind in Rome acts. Friendship and 
non-aggression pacts have been signed, 
or are in the process of swift formation. 
The Hungarian publicist, Sandor Petho, 
has just written in the Budapest news- 
paper, Magyar Nemzet, declaring that 
the small nations of southeastern Europe 
are pinning their hopes on Italy as be- 
ing their defense in case of emergency. 
“Italy,” he writes, “does not end at the 
Alps or the Balkan mountains. She goes 
to the Carpathians which now are 
threatened with barbarian forces. Rome 
is building and fortifying the bombproof 
shelter of European civilization. Rome’s 
eyes are centered on small peoples on 
whose life the shadow of social revolu- 
tion and Pan-Slavism lengthens.” 

Pardon us, Mr. Petho, but Rome’s eyes 
are centered on more than a few “small 
peoples.” Rome’s eyes are centered. on 
the dream — “THE RESURRECTION OF 
THE EMPIRE” — “glorious as in the 
days of Augustus Ceesar”! Mussolini to- 
day, as the giants about him struggle and 
weaken. is burning the midnight oil, 
forming his “bloc.” Ostensibly, it is to 
preserve small states from the insatiable 
jaws of Gog and his allies. As the Bear, 
gorged with the flesh and blood of Es- 
tonia, Latvia, Lithuania, now growls at 
the front door of Finland, and the back 
doors of Norway and Sweden, even so 
the Black Eagle, gorged with the flesh 
and blood of Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
and Poland, now perches for a dive upon 
Holland and Belgium. Something must 
be done! A saviour of mankind is 
needed ! 

Mussolini’s bloc, we believe, will be 
the answer. But we predict that the 
bloc, when complete, will not include 
merely the small Balkan states — it will 
finally extend westward as well. Spain 
and Portugal are there. Also watch for 
this. France and England may agree to 
a price — probably railway passage from 
Ethiopia to the sea, the port of Djbouti, 
and equality in the Suez. With that, they 
also, “to save civilization,” to guarantee 
the. safety of the world from enslave- 
ment by the northern colossus and his 
allies, will join the “bloc.” “Ten kings” 
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having “one mind” will complete the 
bloc. . Then, Rome restored, the last Gen- 
tile Cesar will reign for one_ short 
“hour.” Then the Stone of Israel will 
fall! Then the Gentile colossus, beheld 
by Nebuchadnezzar, with all his “excel- 
lent” power and glory will pass! Then 
the Kingdom of God will come! Then 
“sorrow and sighing shall flee away”! 
Come, Lord Jesus, come!
